No. 8(l)-T.B./49. — ] Representation having been received that the existing 
quantum of protection was inadequate, the Tariff Board was asked to conduct 
the necessary enquiries inio the Sodium thiosulphate, sodium Bulphite and 
sodium bisulphite industries, The Board, having considered the matter, ha» 
submitted its report, and has finally recommended that the existing specific 
duties should be increased ns shown below:—

2. Government agree that the duties on the three chemicals should be 
raised in accordance with the recommendations. A Notification under Section 
4(1) of the Tariff Act 1934 has been issued accordingly.
